never even approached a feverish state. 


"He now has a slight cough, and liis 


kidneys are still deranged, but the «e- 
eretion of urine, although very scarce, is 
Home what augmented, 
which 
proves 


that his -heart is stronger and his cir- 
culation better, as demonstrated by the 
complete disappearance of cyanosis, so 
that his hands have iigain taken their 
natural almost diaphanous aspect. 


EVIDENCES OF PNEUMONIA. 


"1>. Lapponi. this morning informed 


the prelates who wcro waiting in the 
antc-chainher that he had examined the 
matter which the pope had expectorated 
through coughing and he said 'he was 
able to confirm his diagnosis, having 
found traces of blood, clearly demon- 
strating the existence of pneumonia.. 


"Everyone noticed that while in' tho 


post .Dr. Laponni never participated in 
the rejoicing and enthusiasm over the 
announced or imaginary amelioration in 
tho popc'a condition, remaining always 
extremely reserved and anxious looking, 
tlil-t morning for the ilret time, Dr. Lap- 
poni'* face w.'u tranquil and even hope- 
ful looking, though it was said t/hat lie 
was very far from believing in a real, 
definite nnd lusting improvement which 
would lead to the pnnt.ilF's recovery. 


AISLE TO DBKSS HIMSELF. 


"1'ope I.co I'.iiii.sclf noticed at once on 


waking thii morning that lie wa» much 


refreshed and stroager,i.«nS he said with 
inimitable energy that he wanted to re- 
snir.e his ordinary life. 
He insisted on

chair wjiere he sat down and, for the

TOUCHED BY SYMPATHY.

from all parts of tho world Dr. Lapponi 
showed him some telegranis which had 
reached him as the pope's physician, in- 
cluding the following message from the 
Rev. Father deary, which 
was

from Erie, Pa.; 


•'•Before lie dies I wish to see the 


world at peace. God bless him. Do not 
give him up. The world needs him.'" 


The pope was 
much 
satisfied.

said: 


" 'The Americans have always showed 


me more affection than any other people. 
3 love them!'" 


"When this incident became known to 


the prelates in tho ante-chamber, one of 
Uiom exclaimed: 


" 'If the pope lives here is an Ameri- 


can priest who will not be forgotten. 
He will be a bishop—will be made a 
bishop, at least in the Philippines.'"

INOCULATION THIS WAY 


PROVED MOST DEADLY 


Those ItitwluMd By Cultures Did Not 


in Any Case Result in Death of 


Animals—But Preliminary 


Report. 


BERLIN, July 0.—The Berlin Medical 


society assembled yesterday evening to 
hear Prof. Kossel of the Imperial Health 
office, report the results of the prolong- 
ed experiments of the tuberculosis com- 
mission ii: infecting calves with human 
tuberculosis.. Prof. Koch's observations, 
prior to the celebrated London address, 
caused t'hc health office to commence a 
series of systematic experiments. 
Yes- 


terday's paper wo* in the nature of a 
preliminary report. 'The commission in- 
vestigation covered three forma of in- 
troducing tubercul<: bacilli 
in calves— 


first, subcutaneous injection; second, in 
food and third by inhalation. The pre- 
liminary 
report covers only the 
first 


form, but the experiments with the oth- 
er forms continue. 


The comniisrion decided to attempt the 


inoculation of calves not with matter 
taken directly from human victims, but 
vviih cultures made therefrom. Tlie ex- 
perimentation covered thirty-nine separ- 
ate ciilliirw, twenty-three from adults 
ami sixtec.n from children. The results 
wore that nineteen calves subcutaneous- 
Iv treated did not show the slightest ef- 
feet, nine ohowcd after four months the 
slightest changes of condition nnd scyen 
showed more marked symptoms, but tho 
-propagation of tuberculosis in the body 
did not occur. 


In the other hand four inoculations 


from 
tuberculosis 
children 
infected 


calves with a disease which re-emblcd 
a weak type of animal consumption and 
two of this number died from tubcrcnlo- 


bi~. 


The. commission summarizes 
as fol- 


lows : 


"The series of experiments strength- 


ens rrofes*or Koch's view that animal 
consumption as the cause of human con- 
sumption dot's not play the role gener- 
ally attributed to it: but definite judg- 
ment require* further experimentation/' 


In the discu=.-ion which followed Prof. 


Ortli. tiic laU' Prof. Vireliou's successor, 
strongly combattod the view that •hu- 
man and animal consumption were dis- 
similar and non-tranferablc.

STRICKEN BY DEATH 


Sensation in Vatican Over Sud- 


den Kemoval of Secretary 


of State, Pope's Last 


Appointment. 


ROME, July 9.—Monsignor 
Volponi, 


who was stricken with syncope ycstcrd.iy 
died early this morning, shortly after the 
doctors in attendance hud announced that 
all hope of saving his life Itad been aban- 
doned. 
Although the condition of the 


pope i-.- still tho center of interest, t'.ic 
case of Monsignor Yolponi has attracted 
much attention, not only because of hi; 
ofiicc of secretary to the consistorial con- 
gregation to which lie. had just uccii ap- 
pointed by Pope Leo, but also on account 
of iho manner in which he was seized by 
his fatal illness; end it is hardly possible 
to describe the sensation and emotion 
which prevailed at the Vulic.-m when his 
death was announced. 


From the moment ho wns stricken and 


fell to the floor Mgr. Volponi lost entire- 
ly the power of speech and the use of tho 
entire right side of his body, and he was 
apparently unconscious when he died. It 
l:as been siscerUiined that tho cause of 
death was cerebral congestion. 


Great care has bmi taken to keep the 


mews of Mgr. Volponi's illne.ss and death 
from die poiio.

of the death of Mgr. Volponi from the

There were two police- 
incut at each house of mourning-, but no 
demonstration was made.

Some Flit y Years Ago. 


Tie following recollections of ths city 


of B»cine fifty years ago last montt 
were given,a. Journal reporter thi» morn- 
ing for publication by an old resident 
now residing here: 


To travel at that time was not «s ri- 


pid as now days. Father contracted pas- 
sage from New York to Milwaukee, and 
at Buffalo, we took the double 
screw 


propeller, "Saropsoo." It was a 
lucky 


thing that it was double, as about half 
of the time cither one or the other ma- 
chine -would give ivay. 
Going into the 


Milwaukee harbor, we got stuck, being 
S-bout where the Chicago & Nurth-West- 
ern railroad'3 present bridge now stands. 
Looking from the deck to the south it ap- 
peared to be all swamp, once in. a while « 
shanty rising out among the slough grass. 
We stopped on the south side at a ware- 
house just cast of the East Water street 
bridge to unload freight and looking from 
there to the northwest across the river 
thero was a row of big trees to be seen 
along the embankment of the river run- 
ning north, and beyond that .in. engine1 
was switching cars. Our boat "Sampson" 
had to cross the, river to unload a part of 
the freight at the warehouse standing 
east of the bridge. Among the freight nn- 
loaded was a big iron safe. It appeared 
that some one there intended to eeeure 
his valuables in n. better way than the 
old pioneer Juneau, (one of 
the 
first 


whi;e settlers in Milwaukee outside of 
Juneaii, Kilborn and Walker), who, hav- 
ing quite an extensive trading business 
•with the Indians and new comers, used 
to carry the results of his daily sales 
home in his hat. 


As stated above, my father contracted 


passnge to Milwaukee, intending to go 
to the Swcizer Settlement in Town Thir- 
teen, where a good many of our country- 
men had settled, but a gentleman on the 
boat coming pu, advised father to go to 
Rae.ine, where there was plenty of work 
building the Racine and Mississippi rail- 
road, common laborers being 
paid 
one 


dollar per day. and cost of board, two 
dollars per week. He earned the passage 
for his family from Milwoukee to Racine 
by helping unlond nt Milwaukee, and fi- 
nally we l.andc-d in Racine on Third street

consultation of the physicians Dr. Lap- 
poni said: 


'•I fear there is no hope, no hope what- 


ever, and yet the end may not come to- 
night/' 


Dr. La.pponi remained at the Vatican 


after the consultation of ihe physicians 
was ended "but ho came from 
the 
sick 


chamber long enough to say a few words. 
The doctor looked haggard and much de- 
pressed. The hopeful appearance which 
he had shown early in tihe day had en- 
tirely disappeared. He said: 


"I fear th-^re is no hope,

Since his illness the pope has not begun 


a day as satisfactorily as -this. Indeed, 
hopes of his recovery readied 
such a 


point -as to make the general public be- 
lieve ilhe pontiff might soon be out of 
danger. No better synthesis of this view 
could be given than in the words Dr. 
La.pponi uttered on leaving the sick room 
at about noon. That all doubt he did 
not yet dare to hope he had.perhaps ceas- 
ed to despair. 
This promising outlook, 


however was soon followed by the start- 
ling announcement that the 
pope had 


been attacked with diarrhtca, apparent- 
ly caused by the large quantity of food 
he ;ha.d taken and that a consulting phy- 
sician had been sent for.

when ha began the day 
showed once 


more his iron, mountaineer fibre by ris- 
ing and dressing almost without assis- 
tance, walking across the room -to his 
armchair and having his toilet fully per- 
formed, even to .the detail of being shav- 
ed.

derstood, does not wish his name men- 
tioned.

perature never rose above normal and 
never even approached a feverish state. 


"He now has a slight cough, and his 


kidneys are still deranged, but the se- 
cretion of urine, although very scarce, is 
some what augmented, 
which 
proves 


that his heart is stronger and his cir- 
culation better, as demonstrated by the 
complete disappearance of cyanosis, so 
that his hands have again taken their 
natural almost diaphanous aspect. 


EVIDENCES OF PNEUMONIA. 


"Dr. Lapponi. this morning informed 


the prelates who were waiting in the 
ante-chamber that he had examined the 
matter which the pope had expectorated 
through coughing and he said he was 
able to confirm his diagnosis, having 
found traces of blood, clearly demon- 
strating the existence of pneumonia. 


"Everyone noticed that while in the 


pa-it Dr. Laponni never participated in 
the rejoicing and enthusiasm over the 
announced or imaginary amelioration in 
the pope's condition, remaining always 
extremely reserved and anxious looking, 
this morning for the first time, Dr. Lap- 
pom's face was tranquil and even hope- 
ful looking, though it was said that he 
was very far from believing in n real, 
definite nnd lasting improvement which 
would lead to the pontiff's recovery. 


ABLE TO DRESS HIMSELF. 


''Pope Leo himself noticed at once on 


.waking this morning that he was much 


refreshed and stronger,; and lie said with 
inimitable energy that he wanted to re- 
sume his ordinary life. He insisted on 
dressing himself almost entirely and on 
afterwards walking to his usual-arm-- 
chair where he sat dowa and, for the 
first tune since he became ill went 
through his complete 
toilet 
arrange- 


ments. He was not satisfied until he 
had been shaved, his beard having grown 
quite long during his sickness, after 
which, feeling his chin with his hand, he 
manifested great pleasure. 


TOUCHED 'BY SYMPATHY. 


"As the pope is much touched by the 


evidences of sympathy coming to him 
from all parts of the world Dr. Lapponi 
showed him some telegrams whjch had 
reached him as the pope's physician, in- 
cluding the following message from the 
Rev. Father Clcary, which 
was seat 


from Erie. Pa.: 


"'Before he dies I wish to see the 


world at peace. God bless him. Do not 
give him up. The world needs him.'" 


The pope was much satisfied. He 


said: 


" 'The Americans have always showed 


me more affection than a-ny other people. 
I love them!'" 


"When this incident became known to 


the prelates in the ante-chamber, one of 
them exclaimed: 


" (If the pope lives here is an Ameri- 


can priest who will not be forgotten. 
He will be a bishop—will be made a 
bishop, at least in the Philippines.'" 


READS OF IMPROVEMENT. 


'•'The pontiff having expressed a desire 


to see the m-wspapers and Dr. Lapponi 
wishing to prevent him from reading any 
of the alarmiug news which has appear- 
ed even in the clerical journals, had a 
special edition of the Woce Delia Veri- 
ta,' (the Voice of Truth) the Vatican 
paper, printed for the pope who was de- 
lighted in hearing it read to him. Con 
fidence in the steady amelioration in the 
pope's condition, however, is so rooted 
in his immediate attendants and the oth- 
er members of the papal court that this 
morning there were few persons rn the 
ante-chamber when the medical men ar- 
rived. 


During the last few days it has been 


badly overcrowded. 


Orders have been given that the bells 


of the Vatican and St. Peters shall not 
be tolled for the death of Monsignor 
Volponi, since it 
would disclose the 


death to his holiness. 


MAY CALL ANOTHER DOCTOR. 
After a long conference in the night 


it was decided that in case the pope 
grew worse there would he a consulta- 
tion at which at least one new doctor 
should 
be present. Both Dr. Mazzoni 


and Dr. Lapponi decided that 
under 


-such conditions a physician whom they 
would prefer was Prof. Rossoni, a pu- 
pil of Dr. Bacceli, and his successor in 
the general clinic at Rome. 


GIBBONS SAILS FOR ROME. 


NEW YORK, July 0.—Cardinal Rib- 


bons, who goes abroad to be near Home 
when the conclave of cardinals is called, 
should the pope's illness prove fatal sail- 
ed today on the steamship La Louraine. 
He was accompanied by his secretary, 
Father P. C. Garvin. 


The cardinal pointed out before sailing 


that he was net summoned officially to 
Rome to take part in the conclave. Such 
a summons he said would come only after 
the death of the pope. When the illness 
of the holy father took a serious turn a 
few days ago he received a cablegram 
from Cardinal Rampolla, the papal sec- 
retary of state suggesting that it would 
be advisable for the cardinal 4o come 
over. 


"There is nothing for me to ?>ay," said 


the cardinal. "I have been advised to go 
over and in the event of the death, of 
the pope I shall proceed 
directly 
to 


Rome. If he is still alive, which may 
God grant, I shall spend the time quietly 
resting."

INOCULATION THIS WAY 


PROVED MOST DEADLY 


Those Introduced By Cultures Die! Not 


in Any Case Result in Death of 


Animals—But Preliminary 


Beport. 


BERLIN, July. 0.—The Berlin Medical 


society assembled yesterday evening to 
hear Prof. Kossel of the Imperial Health 
office, report the results of the prolong- 
ed experiments of the tuberculosis com- 
mission in infecting calves with human 
tuberculosis.. Prof. Koch's observations, 
prior to the celebrated London address, 
caused the health office to commence a 
series of systematic experiments. Yes- 
terday's paper was- in -the nature of a 
preliminary report. -The commission in- 
vestigation covered three forms of in- 
troducing tuberculi; bacilli 
in calves— 


first, subcutaneous injection; second, in 
food and third by inhalation. The pre- 
liminary 
report covers only the 
first 


form, but the experiments with the oth- 
er forms continue. 


The commission decided to attempt the 


inoculation of calves not with matter 
taken directly from human victims, but 
with cultures made therefrom. The ex- 
perimentation covered thirty-nine separ- 
ate cultures, twenty-three from adults 
and sixteen from children. The results 
were that nineteen calves subcutaneous- 
ly treated did not show the slightest ef- 
fect, nine showed after four mouths the 
slightest changes of condition and scycn 
showed more marked symptoms, but the 
propagation of tuberculosis in the body 
did not occur. 


In the other hand four inoculations 


from 
tuberculosis 
children 
infected 


calves with a disease which resembled 
a weak type of animal consumption and 
two of this number died from tuberculo- 
sis. 


The commission summarizes 
as fol- 


lows : 


"The series of experiments strength- 


ens Professor Koch's view that animal 
consumption as the cause of human con- 
sumption docs not play the role gener- 
ally attributed to it: but definite judg- 
ment requires further experimentation." 


In the discussion which followed Prof. 


Orth, the late Prof. Virchou's successor, 
strongly combatted the view that hu- 
man and animal consumption were dis- 
similar and non-tranferablc.

PRESIDENT'S SON 


IS NEARLY SHOT 


TKeodore Jr., Returning Home 


late at Night, is Covered 


by Pistols of Secret 


Service Men. 


NEW YORK, July !).—Theodore, Jr., 


the eldest sou of President Roosevelt, 
has, it is reported, had a narrow escape 
from being captured as a marauder by 
the secret service agents who guard his 
father's home at .Oyster Bay. 


He had been visiting the home of a 


neighbor, returning to Sagamore 
Hill 


about 1 o'clock in the morning. The 
president and Ms family had gone to 
bed and the house was in darkness. The 
moon was shining brightly, but because 
of the dense foliage objects even a short 
distance were indistinct. 


The'young man did not come up the 


path generally used by those going to 
the house. He took a short cut a,iid ap- 
proached from the rear, the secret ser- 
vice men on duty not seeing him until 
he was almost on the steps. 


'What do you want!" one demanded. 


He was slow in answering and was or- 
dered to throw vp his hands. The men 
covered him until they got close enough 
to 
recognize the president's son. He 


thought it was a good joke. However 
the faet that he got so close to the 
house before he was picked up by the 
secret service 
men has resulted 
in a 


change in the method of guarding the 
president. During some of the watches, 
particularly in the day time and during 
the early hours of the evening, only one 
secret service man has been on duty. 
After midnight two men went on and 
remained 
until after 
daylight, when 


they were relieved by the single man, 
who took up the day 
watch. Hence- 


forth two men will be on guard at all 
hours of day and night. 


MONSIGNOR VOLPONI 


STRICKEN BY DEATH 


Sensation in Vatican Over Sud- 


den Removal of Secretary 


ot State, Pope's Last 


Appointment. 


ROME, July 9.—Monsignor 
Volponi, 


who was stricken with syncope yesterday 
died early this morning, shortly after the 
doctors in attendance had announced that 
all hope of saving his life had been aban- 
doned. Although the condition of the 
pope is still tho center of interest, the 
ease of Monsignor Volponi has attracted 
much attention, not only because of his 
cilice of secretary to the cousistorial con- 
gregation to which lie had just been ap- 
pointed by Tope Leo, but also on account 
of tho manner in which he was seized b}- 
his fatal illness; end it is hardly possible 
to describe the sensation and emotion 
•which prevailed at the Vatican when his 
death was announced. 


From the moment ho was stricken and 


fell to the floor Mgr. Volponi lost entire- 
ly the power of speech and the use of the 
entire right side of his body, and he was 
apparently unconscious '\vhen he died. It 
has been ascertained that the cause of 
death was cerebral congestion. 


Great care has been token to keep the 


of Mgr. Volponi's illness and death 


from the pone. 


It will be impossible to keep the news 


of the death of Mgr. Volponi from the 
pops as the office of secretary of ihe con- 
sistorial congregation to which Pope Leo 
appointed ilie deceased prelate July 5— 
the. last appointment mode by his holi- 
ness—must bo filled without 
delay in 


view of the possibility of a, papal inter- 
regium as it is known that at tho mo- 
ment the pope dies the secretary of state 
ceases to exercise his functions which 
pass to the hands of the secretary of the 
consislo™! congregation, whose career 
from that time is assured, as, according 
to custom, he is the first cardinal to be 
appointed by tho new pope.

EVAXSVILLE, Ind., July /.—Six shot 


dead and thirty-one wounded, four fa- 
tally, is the outcome of the race riots 
that have caused a reign of terror here 
for four days.

Eworn injuring K>c day, while guarding 
the county jail in which were sixteen 
ncaro prisoners, poured a deadly volley 
of "buckshot and otillets into a crowd of

jeers, 


threats and curses, accompanied by 
stones and missiles. 


When the smoke of the volley cleared 


thirty-one wounded and dead lay on the 
pavement. There is a contention as to 
who fired first— the soldiers or the riot- 
ers. That the trc-ops were fired on is 
proved by the fact that the fallen four 
were members of the company. Their 
•wounds were slight.

PRESS SOLDIERS BACK. 


Trouble began scon after nightfall, 


when the soldiers were made the butt of 
jibes and jeers. Gradually as if the tide 
of sentiment were setting to fierce an- 
ger, stirred by more brutal taunts and 
acts, the crowd began to press in inch 
by inch upon the militiamen who form- 
ed the guard line upon the street. Some 
sticks 
and stones were being hurled 


while every moment the crowd pressed 
closer. A severe clash came when a sol- 
dier, after ordering back the crowd and 
receiving jeers in reply bayoaetted a 
man. 


In vain did the soldiers try to hold 


their ground by physical force. But a 
moment before the firing began, to the 
spectator it seemed that the mob iield 
but the object of harassing the soldiers 
and meditated no further trouble.

BRAVE UNDER OPERATION. 


4:55 p. m.—The calmness with which 


the'pope underwent the ordeal of the 
operation was one of the most remarka- 
ble evidences of fortitude that he had 
riven in his whole life. After a lengthy 
conference the doctors concluded it was 
advisable to operate for 
pleurisy, 
the 


prirmiry purpose being to explore the at- 
fected parts. They hoped incidentally to 
draw off the collected fluid. When their 
determination was communicated to the 
pontiff he showed no anxiety. 
On the 


contrary, he submitted very willingly, 
expressing the hope that good results 
might come, recalling the successful re- 
cult, following Dr. Mazzino's 
operation 


some years ago for cyst: As the opera- 
tion was not, of a capital nature, not sug- 
gesting the use of chloroform or other 
ftnos'lfetirs the pope lay on his bed with 
his left side exposed below the arm pit 
to" the waist.

RESTLESS NIGHT; NO SLEEP. 


Following is the test of the bulletin 


regarding the condition of his holiness 
issued at 0:20 o'clock this morning:_ 


"The pope has had a restless night, 


without sleep. Nourishment, 
however, 


has been more freely taken and the gen. 
eral condition of the patient is a little 
more reassuring. An objective examina- 
tion shows a change in the right of the 
thorax and the. middle lobe of the lung, 
which up to yesterday did not premifc 
the passage of air, now allows the air to 
penetrate. On the other hand the inter- 
ior zone has become obtuse and 
the 


transmission of vocal and tactile vibra. 
tion is wanting. This leads to the belie: 
that there is liquid in the pleura. 


The action of" the heart is depressed so 


much so as to render the renal function 
sufficient and to cause cyanosis in the 
last phalanges of the hands."

night with a boarder, or' roomer, about 
pay for the rooms. A verdict was rend- 
ered that death resulted from apoplexy. 


A telegram was sent to the brother of 


Mrs. Beck, Max Pick, of New York. He 
answered and requested that the body 
be held until he got here, and said he 
would start at once. 


Coroner Hoyle took possession of a 


little over $64 and a gold watch found in 
the apartments of Mrs. Beck. The re- 
cent litigation between Mrs. Beck and 
her husband's sister, was about settled 
when she died. Her estate will go to 
her relatives.

As can be seen by the morning bullet- 


in the pope's condition is not so favor- 
able as it was last night, due to the fact 
that the improvement after the opera- 
tion of yesterday has not assumed the 
proportions the doctors wished. While 
tiie inflammation of the lungs is de- 
creasing the patient's general condition 
does not improve and there is a tend- 
ency towards a radical change for the 
worse. The pontiff is extremely weak 
and even chloroform seems to have lost 
its power to give the sufferer the relief 
of tranquil rest. Besides, what dimin- 
ishes 
hope is the difliculty he 
exper- 


iences in breathing. At times 
he ap- 


pears to be on the point of strangula- 
tion, -his breathing becomes weaker until 
his heart apparently stops. 


KIDNEYS 
DERANGED. 


Another great preoccupation

doctors is the derangement of the pa- 
tient's kidneys as a result of which 
blood poisoning i= feared.

Tells of landing With His Filther In Baein* 


Some FHty Tears Affo. 


The following recollections of the city 


of Sacine fifty years ago last montli 
were giyen,a Journal reporter this morn- 
ing for publication, by an old resident 
now residing here: 


To travel at that time- was not as ra- 


pid as now days. Father contracted pas- 
sage from New York to Milwaukee, and 
at Buffalo, we -took the double 
screw 


propeller, "Sampson." It was a lucky 
thing that it was double, as about half 
of .the time either one or the other ma- 
chine would give way. 
Going into the 


Milwaukee ha.rbor, we got stuck, being 
about where the Chicago & North-West- 
ern railroad's present bridge now stands. 
Looking from the deck to the south it ap- 
peared to be all swamp, once in a while • 
shanty rising out among the slough grass. 
We stepped on the south side at a ware- 
house just east of the East Water street 
bridge to unload freight and looking from 
there to the northwest across the river 
there was a row of big trees to be seen 
along the embankment of the river run- 
ning north, and beyond that an engine1 
was switching cars. Our boat "Sampson" 
had to cross the river to unload a, part of 
the freight at the warehouse 
standing 


east of the bridge. Among the freight un- 
loaded was a big iron safe. It appeared 
that some one there intended to secure 
his valuables in a'better way than the 
old pioneer Juneau, (one of 
the 
first 


white settlers in Milwaukee outside of 
Juneau, Kilborn and Walker), who, hav- 
ing quite an extensive trading business 
with the Indians and new comers, used 
to carry the results of his daily sales 
home in his hat. 


As stated above, my father contracted

standing his advanced age and his pres- 
ent sickness the pope has a constitution 
capable of enabling him to recover.

He is a very sensitive man and a 
person to whom a simple injection of 
caffeine, causes great Buffering for about 
three hours. Three years ago when I 
operated on him for a cyst, it was said 
he did not suffer, but in reality he did 
suffer intensely.

Madis-OD. July 7.—The contract la- 


bor system at Waupun is not altogeth- 
er satisfactory, but it will be contin- 
ued, the legislature doing nothing in 
the matter. The system is that of sell- 
ing labor at about 50 cents a dny to 
Chicago boot and shoemakers, find oth- 
ers. 
The Chicago men then take 


charge of the manufactory -on the pris- 
on grounds and get as much labor out 
of the convicts as they can. It is fre- 
quently urged ttrav the plan militates 
against free labor, though in these 
prosperous times this cry Is not much 
raised. It is imperative that the pris- 
oners should be kept at -work. Every- 
body thinks that it would be a good 
thing to take them outdoors, and have 
them build these good roads about the 
etate of -which we hear so much. To 
do this, however, it would be necessary 
to institute some sort, of a gang sys- 
tem, and then all the humanitarians 


activity. The lumberman is migrating 
to the west to carve out a. fortune 
among the stately pines of the Pacific 
slope." 


There are 340,000 acres of these 


state lands. The law provides that no 
person can buy more than 100 acres in 
one year. The bill provides that the 
sale "of the state lands shall begin be-

HOTT to Eat Celery. 


Although celery is one of the most 


common vegetables seen on the table, 
not one person In fifty knows how to 
eat it properly. No matter how care- 
fully It has been washed and scraped 
before sending to the table, there will 
still be found upon each stalk a num- 
ber of tough strings or fibers that 
should not be taken.into the stomach. 
Do not put the stalk to the mouth, bit- 
ing off a piece from the end, as is usu- 
ally done. Instead hold the stalk in 
one hand and break ylS an inch piece 
from the large end, bending It back 
and forth to do so. This loosens the 
fiber, which strips off readily, leaving 
a crisp, brittle section of celery with 
no particle of waste. Keep on in this 
way up the stalk, breaking each rnouth- 
fnf off instead of biting. This method 
will be found not only a much daintier 
way of disposing of the wholesome 
vegetable, but more satisfactory from 
a gastronomic and healthful stand- 
point.

$3,000 FIRE NEAR SALEM 


Lightning Sets Barns of Clapp 


Miner Ablaze and Many

There was a big fire near Salem, Ken 


osha 
county, about 7:30 o'clock last 


night, caused by lightning. Two .large 
barns, a granary, other out buildings, 
grain and hay, the property of Clapp 
Miner, were totally destroyed, involving 
a loss of about .}:i,()00, upon which there 
was a partial insurance. 


When the storm broke over that sec- 


tion of the country it was terrific.
